FUTURE POPULATIONS _ trendof population are worthy of major 
1943-1948 scholarship. This note, however, has 


no such ambitious goal. Instead, it is 
intended as a supplement to the brief historical resume of the de— 
velopment and status of population projections, with its accompany— 
ing bibliography, which was presented in Appendixes II and III to 
The Future Population of Europe and the Soviet Union [15]. That 
bibliography was compiled in the years 1941-1942. World War II 
was then in progress but most of the published projections were those 
of prewar years. 








In many ways it might have been expected that work on future 
population estimates would have ceased in early war and postwar 
years. Itis true thatthe research model remained possible because 
itwas removed fromthe real world of population displacement, war 
mortality, fluctuating birth rates, and statistical blackouts. The 
problems facing workers constructing realistic predictions however, 
were, to say the least, formidable. They involved assumptions as 
to the frequency and magnitude of essentially unpredictable events 
as well as affirmations of faith concerning the nature ofthe politi- 
cal, social, and economic life of thefuture. Even short-run estimates 
required the assessment of current and near future levels of fertil- 
ity, civilian mortality, and war deaths. At the local level, the ac- 
celeration of migration that accompanied war production made popu— 
lation projections a by—product of labor—market analysis. Thea 
priori assumption that the future populations would develop as order— 
ly extensions of the trends of interwar years became increasingly 
questionable in the postwar period. In the Western world fertility 
rose to suchheights as to suggest the possibility that new attitudes 
towardthe number of children were replacing those of the 'twenties 
and 'thirties, whose geographical and social diffusion had, by the 
early ‘thirties, reduced fertility below the levels necessary for the 
permanent maintenance of a stationary population. Migrations in 
the form of refugee flights and expulsions increased the population 
in some areas sharply and decimated that of others. In the Far East 
it was relatively safe to predict that fertility would remain high, but 
the exact level of present fertility was largely a matter of conjecture 
based on intricate manipulations of faulty data. In that part of the 
world the crucial questions governing the prediction of population 
growth were those concerning the levels andtrends in the death rate 
andthe possibility of catastrophic losses through famine and disease 
if political and economic instability were to disturb the precarious 
balance of people and distributedfood supply. In Africa between the 
Sahara and the Union accurate counts, age distributions, and current 
vital statistics were all lacking to guide the evaluation of the present 
or the assessment of the future. 


In spite of the special hazards that events of the war and 
postwar periods presented for the prediction of future population 
trends, and in spite of the growing skepticism as to the possibility 
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of accurate predictions, which reflects perhaps a growing maturity of 
the demographic field, estimates of the future population flourished. 
At least three factors were involved: (1) Population students in 
government, whether working at international, national, regional, or 
local levels, are forced to make estimates of the most probable pop— 
ulation size and structure inthe near future, in the middle distance, 
and inthe longrun. Political,economic, and social planning neces— 
sitates the quantitative evaluation of the future. (2) Techniques that 
are developing on the research frontiers often diffuse and become 
standard procedures at thetime that researchfrontiers have pushed 
beyondthem. This appears to be the case with population projections. 
(3) Population change has become, in recent decades, a popular topic 
for "viewing with alarm." During the interwar years depopulation 
was the haunting fear of the Western world. The last man standing 
on Tower Bridge gazing inawe ata deserted London hardly seemed 
too fantastic a preview of the twenty—first century. With the war and 
postwar revival of the birth rate the fears of Western extinction 
have lessened, only to be replaced by even more fearful Malthusian 
interpretations of the Eastern situation. 


The resulting interest in estimates of future population mani- 
fests itself at many levels. Bibliographic citations to the principal 
literature are included in Population Index, usually with notations of 
contents when the publications are available. Summaries of estimates 
or groups of estimates are often found in the literature, for the use 
of predictions has become a standard part of demographic research. 
Quantitative estimates made by accepted techniques are, however, 
only a segment of the voluminous and diffuse literature on the facts, 
causes, and consequences of the present and potential growth of the 
world's peoples. The subject has doubtless been discussed in each 
of the world's written languages. Philosophers, historians, sociol— 
ogists, economists, geographers, geologists, and physical and bio— 
logical scientists deal with the problem as it flows from or is re— 
flected in their particular fields. Too often the popular press or 
lecturer innocently disregards or naively misinterprets the work of 
the specialists, for demography is a field in which common sense 
seems to give obvious answers. 





This range of diverse work and comment, both popular and 
professional, relating tothe future trends of population would repay 
careful analysis. It represents a multiplicity of forces bearing on 
the formulation of national policy. Here, however, we shall note 
only some of the more academic manifestations of that interest— 
largely those expressed in quantitative form and based on reasonably 
adequate counts of people and reports of births and deaths. The use 
of these estimates to assess the prospects for change and population 
capacity is noted, as is their application to economic and social 
analysis of anticipated changes in functional groups, such as the la— 
bor force. The more difficult problems of regional and subregional 
projection are indicated and some of the research problems involved 
in projecting populations are described briefly. Recent developments 
in the field are introduced chiefly by illustrations drawn from the 
bibliography appended to this note. The literature cited in the bib- 
liography is selected primarily from that included in the various 
issues of Population Index from 1943 through July, 1948. 

















Component Projections (National) 


The conception of the component projection is reasonable. 
A population enumerated ata giventime consists ofa specific num— 
ber of people. Additions to this number can occur by birth or by 
immigration, subtractions by death or by emigration. There are no 
other possibilities. Projection involves only additions and subtrac— 
tions, provided reasonable estimates of numbers of births, deaths, 
and migrants canbe made. Sex andage differences are usually tak— 
en into account by starting with a population distributed by age and 
sex, determining trends in births and deaths separately for specific 
age groups. It is usuallyassumed thatthere isno migration across 
the boundaries of the area under consideration. 


Given long historical series of data and auniverse of stability 
or regular change, the computation of the component projection is 
either problem or exercise in mathematics. Since these precondi- 
tions to prediction have seldom, if ever, existed, an indirect approach 
becomes necessary. In one series of estimates, rates of decline 
within a limited period were given a time reference by assuming 
that the differences existing within Europe represented time lags in 
the diffusion of a common culture [15]. The curves for the projec- 
tion of quinquennial birth and death rates thus derivedfrom a specific 
segment of experience also have been utilized to project the popu— 
lations of other areas [6, 7, 11]. A less complicated technique of 
projecting the past intothe future without "subjective" evaluation of 
thatfuture involves the assumption that rates of change observed in 
the past continue in the future [31]. The frank selection of schedules 
of fertility and mortality for intermediate or terminal dates is com— 
mon, The goal of development thus selected may be the experience 
of a demographically advanced part of the country; e.g., the fertility 
of the Département of the Seine is often used in French estimates. 
Or the selection of the terminal schedules and the paths by which 
they are reached may be based on demographic analysis of histori- 
cal developments and current differentials, e.g.,as in the majorit 
of the Scripps Foundation projections for the United States is, ON 
Future populations may be worked out as illustrative of what would 
happen to population if the gross or net reproduction rates remained 
at or achieved specific values [19]. Another type of estimate pro- 
ceeds on the assumption that the population isto remain atits exist— 
ing level or to reach a level regarded as desirable, and then deter— 
mines what would have to happen to fertility and mortality, or either 
alone, if the assumed goal were to be achieved. 


The potential trends of births and deaths in areas with limited 
statistics may also be estimated by analogy with the historical devel- 
opments in countries of somewhat comparable demographic status. 
Thus, in Louis Chevalier's study of "Le Probleme Démographique 
Nord—Africain" the population growth from 1946 to 1976 was esti- 
mated on four assumptions: (1) Mortality and fertility remain as 
they were estimated to be in the 1926-1946 period. (2) Mortality 
is that of Spain, 1880-1884, fertility that of the Algerian census, the 
distribution of births by age of mother being that of Bulgaria, 1921— 
1922. (3) Fertility remains as in (2), but mortality diminishes as in 
Italy, 1900-1930. (4) Mortality diminishes as in (3), while fertility 
diminishes at the same rate as it did in Bulgaria after 1920 [38]. 
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It is impossible to summarize the technical substantive 
results of the component projections of recent years inthe available 
space, for differences in time periods, types of data, techniques of 
computation, andthe nature of the assumptions make them non-com— 
parable. Hence the New Zealand and French estimates have been 
selected as illustrative ofthe much larger literature of the war and 
postwar years. 


G. N. Calvert's stated purposes in The Future Population of 
New Zealand were to explore the effects of different rates of fertility, 
mortality, and migration on future population; to assess the separate 
effects and relative importance of the three variables; to select the 
most probable projection asa forecast of the country's future popu— 
lation, and to allocate the distribution of the total national increase 
as between the principal centers and regions [42]. The non-Maori 
population was moved forward tothe year 2005 on differing assump— 
tions as to trends in fertility and mortality. Medium fertility was 
assumed tobe a continuation of the gross reproduction rate of 1935— 
1939, which in that period yielded a net reproduction rate of one. 
Lowfertility was that which would have been reached if the secular 
trend had continued to operate from 1929 onward at the rate which 
applied between 1921 and 1929, flattening out and stabilizing at alev— 
el corresponding tothat applying ina population declining at one per 
cent per year. High fertility was that necessary to secure a stable 
population increasing indefinitely at one percent per year. Calvert 
likewise made three assumptions as to trends in mortality: Under 
medium mortality, the secular trend would continue to operate for 
a short period and then flatten out, while in low mortality the secu— 
lar fall would continue over the entire period at one per cent per 
annum ofthe current rates except atthe oldest ages where a slower 
rate of fall would occur. The highest mortality, called "maximum 
pessimism," assumed a continuation of the rates of 1934-1938. 


Many problems remained after the projections of the non— 
Maori segment of the population had been made. Migration, unpre— 
dictable though it might be, could not be ignored in realistic analysis 
of New Zealand's future. The solution adopted was to utilize a unit 
of 10,000 and compute the effects of a flow of migration separately 
for periods of five years, twenty years, and an indefinite period. 
Migrants were assumed tobe subject tothe higher constant level of 
mortality and either medium or lowfertility. The computations for 
the twenty-year andthe indefinite periods were used in projections, 
but the figures were kept separate and combined only in the final 
stages to facilitate future utilization of the basic estimates with dif— 
ferent migration components. 


The Maori were included, but, like the immigrants, main— 
tained in a separate section. Two sets of assumptions were used 
in projecting both fertility and mortality, constant and declining, for 
here increase in either birth or death rates appeared improbable. 


The detailed tables in these projections for New Zealand 
were so arranged as to show various combinations of fertility and 
mortality and to reveal the influence of any one factor in isolation. 
This satisfied the needs of students, but the Government of New 
Zealand needed one set of estimates touse in national planning. For 
this purpose Calvert presenteda "considered forecast" for the peri 
od from 1945 to 1975. This estimate assumed for the non—Maori a 























continued fall in mortality, a fertility rate one—third the way from 
the medium to the high, and a flow of migrants of 5,000 per year 
after the first quinquennium; for the Maori, declining mortality and 
gradually declining fertility. 


Given estimates of the most probable future population, the 
problem of the future distribution of that population remained. Past 
trends inthe geographical and industrial structure of the New Zea— 
land population were studied andthe assumption made that the dis— 
tribution trends of the previous thirty years would continue. Hence 
the total national increase was distributed, first between rural areas 
and urban centers; second, and very tentatively, as between regions 
of the country. 


In France the continuation of the historic interest in the fu- 
ture of the population is well illustrated by the attention given post— 
war projections. The majority of the French approaches tothe sub- 
ject are neither predictions of the future nor assessments of the 
most probable trend. Rather, they represent series of estimates as 
to what the size and structure of the population would be under diver— 
gent assumptions concerning fertility, mortality, and, occasionally, 
migration. The gamut of the conceivable offers a range within which 
the future will fall, hence both analytical models and bases for the 
determination of policy. 


The Institut National de la Statistique initiated work on post— 
war population estimates in 1943, and completed them early in 1945 
[20]. The necessity for the estimation of the size and age structure 
of the initial population as of January 1, 1945, led M. J. Grot to en— 
title his work "Prévisions Conditionnelles,"" toemphasize that these 
were hypothetical illustrations of what would occur if the events of 
the future were to follow alternative paths. There were four assump-— 
tions as to mortality: constant at the 1933—1938 level; constant at 
the level of the English life table of 1930-1932; decrease as in France, 
1926-1936; decrease asin France, 1926-1936, but with the rates for 
men 20 to 60 years of age remaining constant. There were six fer— 
tility assumptions: constant at the 1935-1937 level; constant at 14.5 
per cent above the 1935-1937 level; constant at 29 per cent above 
that level; variable so that births equal deaths; reduced in 15 years 
to that of the Département of the Seine and then held constant; de— 
creasing by 10 per cent each five years. Estimates were presented 
for populations in quinquennial age groups, by sex, at five-year in— 
tervals from 1945 through 2005. The severe social and economic 
implications of divergent trends are strikingly portrayed in a com— 
parison of the outer limits of the series of estimates. The population 
on the first of January, 1945, was estimated at 40,412 thousand. If 
mortality should remain as in 1933-1938 and fertility should decline 
10 per cent each five years, the total population in the year 2005 
would be 19,666 thousand. Only 10 per cent would be under 20, 31 
per cent over 60. If, on the other hand, mortality should remain 
that of England and Wales in 1930-1932, and fertility should remain 
29 per cent above the 1935-1937 level at all ages, total population 
in 2005 would be 48,551 thousand. One-third would be under age 20, 
14 per cent over age 60. 


A more recent series of estimates for France was presented 
by Pierre Depoid tothe Société de Statistique de Paris in June, 1948, 
and published under the title "Perspectives sur l'Effectif dela Po- 











pulation Francaise jusqu'a la Fin du XX® Siecle" [19]. The future 
evolution of French fertility is stated frankly to be unpredictable, 
dependent as it is on economic, political, and social factors. The 
statistical contribution consists in elaborating quantitatively a series 
of hypotheses sufficiently varied that the reality of the future will 
be somewhere within the field delimited by the hypotheses. (See 
front cover chart.) In Hypothesis A, six schedules of fertility were 
adopted such that, combined with the mortality of the life table of 
1928-1933, the net rates of reproduction should be 0.7, 0.8, 0.9, 1.0, 
1.1, and 1.2. Gross reproduction rates corresponding to these net 
rates are 0.805, 0.923, 1.041, 1.159, 1.277, and 1.395. In Hypothesis 
B, French mortality was assumed tobe at the level of the 1933-1938 
life table in 1946, then to decrease regularly until it reached the lev— 
el of the 1931-1940 life table of the Netherlands in 1971. In this 
latter year, the net rates of reproduction corresponding to the fer— 
tility levels assumed in Hypothesis A would be 0.746, 0.853, 0.961, 
1.069, 1.177, and 1.285. The absence of migration is assumed 
throughout. 


Depoid's twelve projections are presented for the total popu- 
lation in quinquennial age groups at five-year intervals, 1951-2001, 
together with the average number of deaths, births, and natural 
change in each five-year period. In addition there are analyses and 
graphic presentations of trends in annual numbers of births and 
deaths, natural change, total population, sex composition, age groups, 
and ratios of aged to adults according to the various assumptions 
utilized. 


Growth Curves 


In recent years there has been something ofa revival inthe 
use of the logistic curve as a means of forecasting population. Lowell 
Reed: maintained, in a spirited discussion at the meetings of the 
Population Association of America in 1947, that the curve was pref 
erable to the independent projection of parameters when only afew 
were known and these imperfectly measured [56]. In general, how— 
ever, the growth curve has been utilized in undeveloped areas where 
historical series are preferable as a basis for projection to faulty 
50} distributions and incompletely reported vital statistics [46, 48, 

The use of the growth curve as a "law" of population growth 
survives [54, 55], despite itsfinal acceptance as empirical descrip— 
tion by Raymond Pear! himself. The discussion of such curves often 
carries with it the aura of an inevitable process of slowing growth 
which implicitly denies the possibility that future events inthe field 
of political and economic development could radically change the 
pattern of growth. It is, of course, well known that Pearl and Reed 
dealt comprehensively with the contingency of a new growth cycle 
arising from such events. 


Population Prospects 


For large segments of the world's population there are nei- 
ther accurate counts nor current vital statistics. Projection and 
prediction are alike impossible except on the basis of pyramided 
assumptions that limit the usefulness ofthe entire construct as a nu- 








merical evaluation of the potentialities ofthe future. The difficulties 
of numerical projection donot imply the absence of problems of pop— 
ulation change, however, for the areas of statistical ignorance are 
generally those of mass poverty. The alternative to a precise state— 
ment of potential change is the assessment of future prospects on 
the basis of whatever information is available, quantitative or quali 
tative. 


The broadest assessment of future population growth is that 
involved in the division of the world's population into a few groups 
of differing demographic characteristics, rangingfrom countries of 
actual or imminent decline to those with high fertility, high mortality, 
and unimpaired growth potential [64, 71, 72, 78]. In some cases 
numerical values are attached tothe populations a generation or two 
hence [68, 73, 79]. In others, particularly regional studies in the 
East, the areas of ignorance are so large, the possibilities of error 
so great, that there are only subjective evaluations of the magnitude 
of the growth that may come in the future [61, wt The technical 
literature in this field merges almost imperceptibly into the Neo— 
Malthusianism that views the problems of the East with emotion, 
whether the value premises be human welfare, nationalism, racial— 
ism, or geopolitics. 


Population Capacity 


The obverse of the assessment of population growth is the 
evaluation of the capacity of the earth and its resources to support 
population. Some ofthese estimates are of the Alice-in- Wonderland 
variety. A two volume German work of the early period of German 
success in World War II includes estimates that the earth could sup— 
port eight or nine billion people two or three centuries hence. The 
volume on Africa, announced but presumably not issued, was to dem— 
onstrate the capacity of that continent to support 1.5 billion people 

82]. Somewhat more realistic, but still far removed from a world 
of cultural lethargy and politics, isthe utilization of actual densities 
in given areas to estimate potential densities in other areas [80]. 


The general tenor of most literature on the earth's carrying 
capacity is pessimistic. The success of Vogt's recent Road to Sur— 
vival attests the prevalence of this thinking in contemporaryAmerica. 
The contrary view is also prevalent, but as yet unstated in such 
strikingform. This thesis is that ina world of advancing technology 
necessary physical limitations on population growth can be pushed 
so far into the future as to be negligible. New health and medical 
advances may contribute to either pessimism or optimism. The 
possibilities of using chemical techniques to eliminate some of Asia's 
major diseases have enhanced the fears of a population growth so 
rapid as to stultify all attempts to raise living levels. On the other 
hand, announcement of a vaccination that renders cattle immune to 
the trypanosome of African sleeping sickness immediately gave rise 
to glowing pictures of millions of peasants livinghappily in Africa's 
equatorial regions. 


The work-a—day uses of estimates of capacity are great. 
Such planned activities as agricultural settlements, irrigation pro} 
ects, and industrial developments require estimates of the popula— 
tion that can be supported. In most practical operations both the 
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technological levels and the income or welfare standards assumed 
are stated explicitly as conditions of the estimation. 


Economic and Social Analysis of Projections 


The majority of the earlier studies that included economic 
and social analysis of the data of population projections made auto— 
matic transfer from population figures to socially defined groups 
Kd 90]. Manpower in productive ages was substituted for labor 
orce or gainfully employed workers, while children of school age 
were substituted for numbers of children in school as an analytical 
measurement. In recent years research on such subjects as labor 
force, employment and unemployment, the family, education, and 
the aged has expanded froma consideration of the present to include 
the trends of the past and the prospects for the future. The point 
of departure becomes the component projection with its estimates 
of the population by age and sex at stated intervals in the future. 
This research is possible despite the limitations inherent in com— 
ponent projections, for it concerns countries with mature economies 
and developed statistical systems in which there is relative political 
stability. And it deals primarily with populations already born, so 
that estimates of fertility trends are involved tothe minimum extent. 


The official population projections for the UnitedStates have 
formed the basis for estimates of the future size and characteristics 
of the labor force iia the aged [124], school populations [129], and 
families [130, 13 his type of research is beginning to appear 
in other Het Rat PRvsae itis lessdeveloped. The most common 
estimates are short-run computations utilized directly in manpower 
budgets [105], or indirectly as necessary ingredients of research on 
employment patterns | [106], the employment outlook [115], reconver— 
sion [109], national output [110], manpower surpluses or deficits 
[113], or economic perspectives (118, 119]. 


Analysis of the historical development and the potential fu- 
ture changes of population has been utilized as empirical underpin— 
ning to discussions of the interrelationships of population, industrial 
ization, savings, capital formation, national income, and the dynam— 
ics of a mature capitalistic system [92, 100-103]. Conversely, anal- 
yses of industrialization, such as those of Bean 87], Clark [89], and 
Mandelbaum [95], are directly relevant to the assessment of poten- 
tial population growth. 


Short-Time Estimates 


In a period of rapidly and irregularly changing birth rates 
such as has characterized the war and early postwar years in the 
majority of the countries of the West, estimates of current and near 
future populations present technical difficulties at least as great as 
do the long-run projections. Confessions of technical inadequacies 
or analytical impossibilities cannot avert the command to produce 
such estimates, however, for planned or highly integrated economies 
require estimates of contemporary and near future populations in 
order to rationalize such activities as the distribution of food and 
other scarce supplies, and the gearing of production to demand. 
A diaper shortage resulting from reliance on a population estimate 
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that turned the high birth rate downward prematurely may not be 
national tragedy, but it is a serious inconvenience to mothers, a 
source of aggressive criticism of statisticians. 


Estimates for Areas Within Nations 


In the United States, indeed in most Western countries, prac— 
tical political, economic, and social needs for estimates of the prob- 
able size and composition of the future populations of regions, states, 
and cities have forced students to make estimates in general disre— 
gard of the adequacy ofthe data available for such estimation [145- 
175]. The problem is somewhat similar to that involved in the na- 
tional prediction, for any population within a circumscribed limit 
can increase only by births and immigration, decrease only by deaths 
and emigration. The difference lies in the proportionality of the 
factors: the smaller the area, the more dynamic its economy; the 
greater the role of migration, the less the role of natural increase. 
And, since fluctuations in migration are greater in amplitude than 
are those in vital processes, the contraction of the area of estima— 
tion results in greater possibilities of serious error. In principle, 
the problem is not insoluble, for neither internal nor international 
migration is an erratic phenomenon but a response to the attrac- 
tive force of superior opportunities, the expulsive force of social 
or economic pressures, both acting within cultural milieu that 
have traditional patterns of response. Research on the social and 
economic aspects of migration comparable in depth to that now in 
process on fertility might furnish a more adequate basis for esti- 
mating the number of people ingiven areas who would move to other 
areas if defined economic situations existed in areas of origin and 
of destination. Regularities in the geographical paths of migration 
and in its selectivity as to age, sex, and a few other broad charac-— 
teristics have been shown to exist in such diverse countries as 
England, Sweden, Japan, and the United States. The utilization of 
this knowledge for estimating the future, however, requires esti 
mates of magnitude. Such estimation is as yet impossible. 


Many estimates for the populations of states, counties, and 
cities are based-on the projection of intercensal rates of increase. 
There is a logical basis for this procedure in that the distribution 
of population reflects differential economic opportunity, which in 
turn is closely related to basic facts of location, national resources, 
and industrial development. There is alsoan empirical basis in that 
past experience demonstrates a high degree of correlation between 
the rates of change at successive censuses, together witha consist— 
ency inthe geographical pattern of stability and instability in popu- 
lation change [158, 159]. The correlation between past and present 
or future growth is not absolute, however, asthe history of Detroit 
and Los Angeles demonstrates. Past population growth gives only 
presumptive evidence of the future. 


Local estimates seldom rely solely on formal statistical a— 
nalysis of the data of the population census and the vital statistics 
office, however, for increased population occurs in response to defi- 
nite and sometimes predictable economic changes and is itself re- 
flected in changes throughout the civic, social, and economic struc-— 
ture of the community or region. Estimates of future industrial and 
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agricultural employment may provide the basis for estimating popu— 
lation increase. Changes in school enrollment, utilities consumers, 
etc. may reflect past growth and, if used judiciously, furnish clues 
as tothe nearfuture. Sample surveys ofthe future plans of individ— 
uals have been used in many areas in recent years [173]. 


Predictions of the future distribution of the population within 
the areas of estimate are often made. Major reliance is generally 
placed onthe analysis of historic lines of movement that represent 
the natural ecological development of the area. Transportation fa— 
cilities and public utilities, laid out in accordance with these lines 
of development in anticipation of future growth and redistribution, 
constitute forces moving the flow of population along the anticipated 
channels. 


Basic Research 


The search for more adequate measures of the present and 
potential future reproductivity of populations is proceeding inmost 
of the countries of the Western world. Generation reproduction rates 
and life tables are replacing contemporaneous series as more valid 
reflections of historical trends, hence superior analytical tools for 
the investigation of the probabilities of the future [186]. Whelpton 
has adjusted gross reproduction rates for parity of women, allowing 
for the effects of sterility and spinsterhood [197]. Other students 
emphasize changing proportions married, changing age at marriage, 
or changing size of completed families. This new research on the 
techniques for measuring the reproduction of populations and his— 
torical trends init has not yet eventuated in new techniques for popu— 
ulation projections, though it may well do so in the near future. 


The frontier of research on methods of estimating the prob- 
able populations of the future lies inresearch onthe component fac— 
tors that determine growth: fertility, mortality, and migration. 
The fertility of a people is a manifestation of the interplay of the 
many factors that influence physical status, nutrition, medical care, 
social institutions, and attitudes. Fertility levels and differentials 
are reflections of the total culture. Recent analyses have begun to 
reduce to measurable terms both the environmental correlates of 
fertility differentials and the social and economic factors affecting 
attitudes toward reproduction, including their manifestations in fam— 
ily limitation. 

The inclusion of fertility questions in census schedules facil— 
itates the analysis of fertility in relation to geographic, social, and 
economic factors. Massive tabulations were published from the 
UnitedStates census of 1940, together with some comparative tabu— 
lations from the census a generation earlier, i.e.,1910. The defini- 
tive analysis of these materials has not appeared. A model for the 
future development of studies of the changing reproductivity of peo— 
ples on the basis of census inquiries is offered in Enid Charles' 
The Changing Size of the Family in Canada. (Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. Eighth Census of Canada, 1941. Census Monograph No. 1. 
Ottawa, 1948. xiv, 311 pp.) This study is based on questions asked 
of all women who, atthe date of the census, either were or had been 
married: (1) Age at first marriage; (2) Number of children born 
alive to the mother; (3) Number of those children living at the date 











ofthe census. Special tabulations made it possible to relate the size 
of completed families to cultural andeconomic characteristics. Vi- 
tal statistics were utilized to supplement the analysis for smaller 
localities andto bring the analysis uptodate. The study begins with 
an analysis of historical trends, 1851-1941, follows this with studies 
of marriage age and fertility, cultural differences in family size, 
occupational differences infertility, economic differences in family 
size, urban and rural ecology, the social characteristics of cities and 
towns, and general considerations on population problems. This a— 
nalysis was not used asthe basis forthe most recent projections of 
the Canadian population [7], but its potentialities for such use are 
great. 


The most comprehensive attempt to study the social and 
psychological factors affecting fertility remains that of the Indianap- 
olis fertility study tt 98]. Perhapsthe most hopeful avenue for prog— 
ress in the entire field of fertility analysis lies in the genuine inte— 
gration of the modern technical skills of attitude analysis and small 
area sampling into demographic research. 


Research in both fertility and mortality is a necessary pre— 
condition toany assessment of the future populations of the world's 
underdeveloped areas. Research on fertility that is meaningful for 
prediction or policy formulation must cover familial institutions and 
attitudes, contraceptive techniques, and the probable extent and 
spread of the processes of social and economic modernization that 
hitherto have carried birth rates downward. Mortality analysis 
must balance that which is technically possible from the medical 
standpoint with the potentialities that land and resources offer for 
the maintenance of increased populations. Demographic research 
is only one segment of over—all research programs that defy classi 
fication within the categories of traditional learned disciplines. 


Research onthe status and potentialities of regions provides 
the basis for estimates of future populations that are related to the 
evolving political, economic, and cultural life of the people. Esti- 
mates themselves cannot be made without the data on population 
size, composition, and dynamics secured from national censuses 
and vital statistics systems. The problem of population prediction 
thus becomes that of the advancement of demographic research as 
a whole.

In contrast with previous editions of the International List, 
this revision provides a uniform basis for the compilation of both 
mortality and morbidity data. The new list contains 610 rubrics for 
diseases, 153 rubrics for causes of injuries, and 189 rubrics for 
classifying injuries according to nature of the injury.
